WASHINGTON (UPII — Deputy CIA Director Vernon Walters has told 
Senators he was advised by M. R. Haldeman last summer “ it is the 
President’s wish” that the CIA try to influence an FBI investigation of the 
source of some Republican campaign funds, it was disclosed todav. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., read a portion of a memorandum by 
Walters, said to have been written after a White House meeting concerning 
the Watergate burglary, during a Senate hearing at which former CIA 
Director Richard Helms testified publicly. 
“ It is the President’s wish that you go see Mr. Gray,” the memo by 
Walters quoted Haldeman, referring to L. Patrick Gray, then acting FBI 
director. The memo described a meeting which he and Helms attended at 
the White House with Haldeman an another top presidential aide, John D. 
Ehrlichman, on June 23,1972 — six days after the Watergate break-in. 
Helms, in his testimony, said he did not recall Haldeman invoking the 
President’s name. 
The FBI investigation was said to have concerned funds for the Nixon re- 
election campaign which allegedly were taken to Mexico City so the sources 
could not be traced 
Helms said he reviewed Walters memorandum after it was written a few 
days after the White House meeting, but did not check it for accuracy . 
Symington said the memo — which he said would be made public at a 
later date —made it difficult for him to believe that President Nixon did not 
know aides were trying to enlist the CIA’s help in blocking an FBI 
investigation. 
Helms said the meeting at the White House began at about 1 p m.in 
Ehr lichman’s office.

Will legislature avert tax hike? 


SACRAMENTO <UP1> - Unless the legislature acts 
swiftly to avert it, Californians will begin paying higher 
sales taxes beginning 11 days from today 
Both Democrats and Gov. Ronald Reagan agree that a 
delay in the one-cent hike- the first sales tax increase in six 
years-should not take effect June 1 as scheduled But they 
disagree over how long it should be postponed 
The resulting feud has meant that tax officials have 
printed new forms costing thousands of dollars which 
otherwise would not have been necessary The forms are 
ready just in case the legislature decides to let the sales tax 
increase take effect as scheduled 
But there seems to be an temporary answer in sight 1 hat 
is a bill i AB137 > bv Assemblyman Joe A. Gonsalves, D-La 
Mirada, which calls for a simple 30-day delay of the one- 
cent hike to give each side time to iron out their differen­ 
ces. The measure has cleared the Assembly and awaits 
Senate action 


The sales tax dilemma is one of several major 
controversies facing the legislature this week Others 
involve Gov. Ronald Reagan’s $9.3 billion budget, a 
proposed massive overhaul of the state correctional system 


and reapportionment 
The Assemble is expected to pass its version of the 1973- 
74 budget Thursday, adding about $97 million to the 
governor's proposal The Senate is expected to do likewise 
in about two weeks, with the final budget document ironed 
out in a two-house conference committee 
The Senate Judiciary Committee will take up the major 
reform attempt of the correctional system by Sen Craig 
Biddle. R-Riverside, at a Tuesday hearing. 
The Reagan administration bill (SB39D would combine 
the Department of Corrections and the Youth Authority and 
merge three state parole boards into one. The new board 
would be responsible for men, women and juveniles 
The bill also abolishes the state s probation subsidy pro­ 
gram, under which counties are paid by the state to keep 
felons in county institutions or probation programs rather 
than send them to prisons Instead, the counties would be 
paid according to their population. 
Through the subsidy program, counties have drastically 
cut the number of convicts sent to state prisons, reserving 
prison sentences only for the most vicious criminals. 
Lesser offenders now walk free on probation, serving little 
or no jail time.

Veterans property 


Proposals 
by 
Senator 
Donald 
L. 
Grunsky 
and 
Assemblyman Robert C. Cline to change property tax 
exemptions granted veterans suggest a review of the 
state’s policy. 
The exemptions were originally voted by the people 
following World War I. The intent was more than a mere 
appreciation of the contributions made by those who had 
donned uniforms in time of war. The underlying purpose 
was to encourage returning soldiers to settle down and 
become responsible members of the community 


At the time the effect of the exemptions upon local 
revenues was not significant. Lending practices were such 
that only through substantial down payments could short 
term mortgages he obtained The numbers of persons 
buying homes, veterans or otherwise, was far different 
from today. 


But following World War II veteran exemptions became 
most visible in any review ot local government tax 
revenues. For vast numbers of veterans had chosen 
California. Huge subdivision developments along with 
spectular changes in home financing, sparked by FHA and 
GI loans, were resulting in nearly everyone becoming a 
homeowner. And the exemption applied to all veterans, not 
just those who had been residents before entering the 
military. 


The first criticisms of the veteran exemptions were 
levelled by the school officials. They saw huge increases in 
their revenues if they could eliminate the veteran 
exemptions. Although they failed to repeal the exemption 
they pressured the assessors into changing the eligibility 
standards. The law granted the exemption if the veteran s 
assessed value did not exceed $5000 
The assessors 
extended this to all personal property including bank 
accounts, stocks, household goods and automobiles. Under 
this definition most veterans were denied the $1000 
homeowner exemption. 
For those that 
remained eligible the 
new $1750 
homeowner exemption granted to everyone has made the 
veteran exemption meaningless since one cannot claim 
both. 
Grunsky has now proposed to restore the benefit by 
permitting a veteran to claim both the homeowner 
exemption of $1750 and a veteran exemption of $1000 
He says his proposal is intended to help the returning 
serviceman reestablish himself and is “ in appreciation of 
their service." But he has limited it to the first ten years 
after separation from service 
That provision would 
restrict it to Vietnam veterans. 
One can rule out the matter of “ helping the veteran 
reestablish ” For the $1000 exemption today has nowhere 
near the same value that it had when it was originally 
granted post World War I. To truly help reestablish the 
exemption should be much higher today 
But if it is to he granted in appreciation or recognition for 
those who served at great sacrifice it would seem proper to 
extend it to all California veterans. For the fact is that 
many California veterans of previous wars have been 
denied the exemption for many years and some never 
received the benefit at all Admittedly it is a philosophical 
question 
Should those who served he given a slight 
concession over those who stayed home ’ 
One of Cline s bills proposes exemptions tor POWs of 
Vietnam This too is philosophical since such a benefit was 
not given to POWs of other wars. Clines other measure 
merely adjusts the present full exemptions ot a home 
owned by a disabled veteran Present law limits the value 
to $10,000 and Cline propses to raise the figure to conform 
with inflation

Hijacked airliner 
finally returns safe 


CARACAS <UPI > — A Venezuelan airliner hijacked over 
the Andes returned safely Sunday from Cuba after two days 
of wandering flights across Latin America under threat of 
destruction by four armed guerrillas. 
The 23 passengers and five crew members were not har­ 
med. but they said as they left the plane that they were 
frightened during an odyssey that lasted 30 hours and took 
them through four countries. 
Hundreds of friends and relatives congregated at the 
airport, but Venezuelan political police whisked the passen­ 
gers and crew away for questioning about the four 
guerrillas. 
The twin-engine Convair. owned by the state-run Avensa 
airlines, was hijacked over the Andes on Friday while on a 
domestic flight to Caracas. During the ordeal the guerrillas 
diverted the plane to Curacao. Panam a. Mexico and Cuba. 
The guerrillas, mem bers of the leftist “ Point Zero" 
group, threatened to blow up the plane unless Venezuela 
released 79 “ political prisoners." The guerrillas were 
armed with pistols and hand grenades.

demand and the guerrillas, by then in Mexico, dropped their 
threat and instead ordered the plane to Cuba.

Although many people do 
not realize it, the sand along 
California beaches is a non­ 
renewable resource. 
The fact is that this sand, 
now distributed along this 
part of the California coast, 
did not originate in the 
ocean. Instead, this sand 
was 
produced 
by 
the 
w e a t h e r i n g 
of 
t h e 
sedimentary 
rocks 
that 
make up the Coast Range 
Mountains; was transported 
to 
the 
ocean 
by 
swift- 
flowing rivers, tumbling in 
tiny 
granules 
along 
the 
bottom of the streams. This 
went on over eons of time: 
produced the white sand 
beaches and inland dunes 
we have today 
Now these rivers, that 
brought the fine white sand 
that makes the beaches and 
dunes of this area, have 
been dammed in a number 
of 
places, 
far upstream 
from the ocean. The sand 
that otherwise would have 
been swept down to the sea 
is now being deposited tn the 
impoundments behind these 
dams.

Bruce called ideal 


m odest 
fanfare, 
way for 


PEKING — Arriving in Peking as 
ambassador of the United States to 
China 
in 
everything 
but name, 
David K. E. Bruce is initiating a 
new phase in the rapidly developing 
relationship 
between 
the 
two 
countries. The speed with which the 
exchange 
of 
missions 
between 
Peking and Washington came about 
is in itself remarkable. 
W hen 
H en ry 
K is s in g e r , 
the 
President’s adviser 
on national security 
affairs, came here 
in 
February 
the 
outside limit of his 
hope 
was to 
get 
agreement on trade 
offices in the two 
capitals. 
This 
would 
be 
a 
establishment, 
without 
intended to smooth the 
increased trade. He was astonished 
when 
P rem ier 
Chou 
E n -lai 
suggested a liaison mission that 
would have diplomatic immunity 
and some diplomatic privileges. 
The choice of Bruce was a ten- 
strike. Not only America's senior 
diplomat serving as ambassador in 
Paris, Bonn and London, he is a 
scholar and witty raconteur out of 
his wealth of experience. Yet, for all 
his many years in foreign posts he is 
unmistakably an 
American 
His 
independence has been uppermost 
from 
the 
announcement 
of 
his 
appointment to his arrival in Hong 
Kong, the first stop on the way to 
Peking 
He 
has 
a 
diplomatic 
assignment of the first importance 
and he intends to devote himself to 
that task with no distractions. He 
firmly resisted efforts to swell the 
mission with aides from Agriculture 
and the US1A 
His 
age, 
75, 
was 
a 
further 
compliment to the Chinese It is the 
age 
of 
Chou 
E n-lai, 
whose 
achievements 
as 
diplomat 
and 
administrator over every detail of 
the life of this vast land are without 
parallel in the contemporary world 


On each of his four visits to 
Peking, the first two years ago to 
lay the groundwork for the Nixon 
mission, Kissinger has spent many 
hours 
in 
discussion 
with Chou 
Meeting in the late morning and in 
the early evening, they would often 
talk late into the night. Kissinger 
has said that conversation never 
lagged, no matter how long the 
discussion went on 


Transcripts were made of these 
conversations and as part of the 
preparation 
for 
his 
assignment 
Bruce read the thousands of words 


exchanged between the two. It gave 
him an extraordinary insight into 
the mind of one of the commanding 
figures of the century. And this will 
be a marked advantage in forming 
what are certain to be his own close 
ties with the premier. 


Having spent part of his youth in 
Paris where he first became a 
member of the Communist party, 
Chou speaks French fluently, as do 
Bruce and his wife. Like Bruce, he 
has a stong feeling for antiques and 
art objects. When he was in Geneva 
as head of the Chinese delegation to 
the Indochina conference he had in 
his villa 
porcelains of museum 
quality. 


■ In this liaison mission Bruce, who 
does 
not 
speak 
Chinese, 
is 
backstopped by a new generation of 
China specialists. Eight of the 30 in 
the mission speak fluent Chinease. 
Since the older generation of China 
hands in the foreign service was 
destroyed in the McCarthy-Dulles 
era, it is the more remarkable that 
these younger men are ready to 
understand and interpret the new 
China. 


Almost to the day 130 years ago 
Secretary of State Daniel Webster 
sent 
Caleb 
Cushing, 
the 
first 
American emissary to Peking, to 
negotiate 
a 
treaty 
to 
protect 
A m erican 
b u sin essm en 
and 
missionaries. 
One 
of 
Webster’s 
worries was that Cushing would be 
required when presented to the 
emperor to perform the kowtow, 
which consisted of “three kneelings 
and nine prostrations’’ with the nose 
on the floor. It turned out that, while 
he did negotiate a treaty giving 
A m e r ic a n s 
e x t r a t e r r io r ia l 
privileges, Cushing never saw the 
emperor. 
Some critics called Nixon’s self- 
invited mission to Peking a kowtow. 
That was the beginning of the 
greatest diplomatic venture of our 
time. And Bruce, initating a new era 
freed of the inhibitions of the past, is 
an ideal choice to carry on that 
adventure. His ruddy face, the mark 
of an American who has ridden hard 
over the hills of the Virginia he 
loves, is immediately identifiable. 
With his beautiful wife, Evangeline, 
they will 
represent the best of 
America

A lot of money 


Californians 
are 
buying 
more 
these days. 
And spending more for taxes. 
During 1972 taxable sales in the 
state broke all records. The sales 
reached a new high of $53.7 billion, 
an increase of 14.6 per cent over 
1971. 
Several 
special 
factors helped swell 
the total intake, of 
course. 
For 
one 
thing, there was the 
mid-1972 extension 
of 
sales 
tax 
to 
g a s o lin e . 
A lso , 
increased prices on 
taxable 
goods, 
as 
well as practically 
ev ery th in g 
e lse 
added to the overall 
tax revenue. 
However, removing the gas sales 
tax addition reduces by only 3.6 per 
centage points 
the sales 
growth 
rate. A further allowance of 3.4 for 
price 
increases brings the real 
growth in physical volume of goods 
sold during 1972 to a still very 
healthy 7.6 per cent. 
Some 
interesting 
figures 
are 
included in the report. Californians 
during 
1972 spent an average of 
$2,617 per person on goods subject to 
sales and use tax. The figure for 1971 
was 
$2,310. 
Among non-taxable 


sales, incidentally, sales of food for 
home use reached $9 billion in 1972, 
a hefty increase over the $7.6 billion 
in 1971. 
A lot of statistics telling a lot 
about a lot of people spending a lot 
of money. 


Lompoc archers take note. The 
government now, regrettably, must 
add to the slings and arrows of your 
life a new tax. 
Tax Foundation, Inc. comes forth 
with the news. As of January 1, 1974 
the Internal Revenue Service will 
start collecting an 
11 per cent 
manufacturer’s excise tax on bows 
and arrows. 
Only you muscular archers will 
suffer, however. The new law says 
the levy applies only to bows having 
at least a 10-pound draw; the arrows 
have to be 18 inches or longer. Most 
kids still can have fun for free. Oh 
yes: attention Wounded Knee. Bows 
and arrows made by reservation 
Indians also are exempt. 
So, archers next year join their 
fellow sportsmen who have long 
been taxed on firearms, shells, 
cartridges 
and 
revolvers. 
Like 
those levies, the new one will, in 
part, 
go 
to 
support 
federally 
operated 
w ildlife 
restoration 


projects. Which helps.

Lompoc's faults 


There are seismic (earthquake! 
faults and shear planes in Lompoc, 
though they have not acted up 
recently 
enough 
to 
be 
termed 
active. 
But the city of Lompoc was 
constructed on a type of terrain that 
offers a high earthquake hazard 
And how this city would come out of 
a major temblor, perhaps generated 
by the active San Andreas fault 40 
miles from here, has as much to do 
with building design here as with 
nature. 
These 
are 
the 
views of Dr Arthur 
G. 
Sylvester, 
a 
UCSB geologist who 
in 1974 will embark 
on a detailed study 
of 
e a r th q u a k e 
a c tiv ity 
in 
the 
Lompoc area, the 
f ir s t 
e v e r 
accomplished. 
There are, really, laults and shear 
planes all over California A fault is 
a rift created when two masses of 
land move in opposite directions 
Shear planes are caused by this 
movement and are the tell tale signs 
of it 
Generally, earthquakes in 
California occur when this gradual, 
massive earth movement is stopped 
or hung up for some reason and then 
instantly released 


On Vandenberg Air Force base 
there aie glassy, polished looking 
rock faces the early mesa peoples 
found ideal for their spiritual rock 
paintings, visible today These are 
sheer planes and were caused by 
earth movement along local laults 
There 
is 
no 
evidence. 
Dr 
Sylvester states, that the l^ompoc 
faults have moved within the last 
million years, and this qualifies 
them as inactive faults 
At 
the 
same 
time, 
several 
shallow, very small quakes <25 on 


the Richter scale or less) have 
originated in or near this area in the 
last several decades. Dr. Sylvester 
says that only detailed study can 
disclose the implications of these 
temblors on future activity here. 
Lompoc 
is 
situated 
on 
an 
alluviatcd valley; that is, the land in 
the valley was largely deposited 
here by flowing water. According to 
Dr Sylvester, it has been frequently 
observed in California that “ground 
motion may be more intense” on 
this type of terrain than on bedroc k 
Also, he informs, "...considerable 
damage can occur to weak or poorly 
built structures on alluvium as a 
result of ground motion from strong, 
distant earthquakes.” 
A pointed example of this damage 
from strong, distant quakes, he 
indicates, 
was 
the 
damage 
to 
unreinforced concrete and masonry 
structures in downtown Los Angeles 
as a result ot the magnitude 7 7 
quake near Bakersfield in 1952 


So, even if our small, local quakes 
do not portend increased quake 
activity here at some future time. 
Lompoc, because of the type of 
earth beneath it, will continue to be 
affected 
by 
larger 
temblors 
elsewhere 
Lompoc residents were reminded 
of this when the valley floor began 
to shift slightly on the morning ot 
Feb 21, startling many awake but 
leaving no damage The cause was a 
5 5 magnitude, rolling earthquake 
originating no closer than Point 
Mugu, 60 miles west ol Los Angeles 
Nor is recorded Lompoc history 
devoid 
of 
the 
m ention 
of 
earthquakes 
The Santa Barbara 
Channel earthquake of December, 
1918, 
destroyed 
the original 
La 
Punsim a Mission, located at that 
time 
in 
wfiat 
is 
now 
called 
Univei sity Park 


The Los Alamos temblor of 1902 
almost completely destroyed that 
small city, bringing on the mass 
evacuation of all of its inhabitants. 
And a submarine earthquake of a 
magnitude of 7.5 occurred in 1927, 
originating some 27 kilometers west 
of Point Arguello. 


This city qualifies for a role in 
California's earthquake tradition.
